After an illness of ten Hays from 
general debility, Rev. Dr. 
Thomas 
Charles Billh'eimer, professor emeri­ 
tus of the Theological Seminary here, 
died at 8:40 o’clock, this morning at 
his home on Springs avenue, in his 
eighty-first year. 
As the end approached this morn­ 
ing, his sons gathered at the bedside. 
Dr. Billheimer was unconscious dur­ 
ing most of the neriod of his illness. 
Dr. Billheimer was born October 
l l , 1842, in Northampton county, his 
parents being the late 
Jessie 
and 
Julia Anne Billheimer. 
The family 
later moved to Easton, Pennsylvania. 
Entering 
Gettysburg 
College 
in 
1862, Dr. Billheimer became a mem­ 
ber of the Phrenokosmian 
Literary' 
Society, of the Linnaean Scientific So­ 
ciety, and of the Sigma Chi fraterni­ 
ty. 
He received second honors in his 
class at graduation, and was chosen 
to deliver the Greek oration at his 
commencement in I860. 
# 
From College, Dr. Billheimer went 
immediately ti the Theological Sem­ 
inary, and was licensed to preach in 
1867 
by the 
East 
Pennsylvania 
Synod. 
He filled several pulpits after that 
time; at Watsontown from 1867 to 
1868; 
Shippensburg from 
1868 
to 
1874; Pittsburgh from 1874 to 1877, 
and at St. Matthew’s Church, in Read­ 
ing, from 1877 to 1898. 
In 1893, Dr. Billheimer accepted the 
post of professor of Hebrew' and the 
Old Testament at the Seminary here, 
and filled the chair in that capacity 
until 1911, when he retired. 
He was a member of the board of 
trustees of 
Gettysburg College 
for 
more than twenty years, and received 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
the College. 
He was also chaplain 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
post here, having been a member of

Parii in 1923 is easily the third 
city of the world, and spreading far

Speculators

land for resi­ 
dences, land for factories and land for 
the new port conn<x:ting Paris with 
the sea by lurking use of the river 
Seine. 
Actually Paris has a population

city has pushed its si burbs twelve 
miles, on an ave age,

Cathedral,

which distances are measured. Offi­ 
cially in 1921 the population of the 
city proper was 2,906,472, for that 
part of Paris contained within the 
old encircling fortifications.
